An Assault Upon a Weak 
minded Child. 


ABBEST 
OF 
THE 
ACCUSED. 


Chamber 
of Commerce 
Directors 
Hold a Meeting—Amusements 
and Other Events. 


Yeflterday it waa reported to the po­ 
lice that at about 5 :30 o’clock the little 
twelve-year-old daughter of John Ter­ 
race, an employee at Stoll’a soda-water 
works, had beon outraged by a man 
named William Laacombe, in a vacant 
lot near the residence of her parents, No. 
184 Lazard street. The poor child, who 
is almost an idiot and can m ake herself 
understood only to her parents, was in 
the habit of playing by herBelf in the lot 
in question, which ia close to her home. 
Yesterday evening, as she was amusing 
herself m her usual m anner, a man 
came across the street and spoke a few 
words to her, after which he Bat down on 
the ground near the sidewalk and en­ 
ticed her over to him. 
Two little girls, 
aged 13 and 10, the daughters of Mr. B. 
J. Cook, the auctioneer, who lives on 
the corner of Center and Lazard streets, 
while passing shortly afterwards were 
attracted by the child’s sobs, and saw 
the man taking liberties with her. They 
were afraid 
to 
say anything abont 
the m atter, however, on arriving hom e; 
but just as they went into the house, the 
Terrace child ran round the back of her 
father’s house screaming. 
Mr. Cook and 
ex-Officer W. H . Young, who werejsitting 
on the porch, noticed the child, but not 
until learning of the affair subsequently 
from the Terrace family, did they have 
any idea of the cause. 
Mr. Cook then 
questioned his children and learned that 
they had seen a man, about 45 years of 
age, dressed roughly and wearing long 
hair and a grey beard, with the Terrace 
child. A search was instituted in the 
neighborhood, but no one answering the 
description coaid be found. 
In the 
meantime Mr. Terrace had returned from 
work, and on being told of the affair, 
proceeded tc Pol ice H eadquarters only to 
learn that Mr. Young, his neighbor, had 
already preceded him. 
He then called 
upon Dr, Cole of Temple street, who ac­ 
companied him to his home, and after 
an examination fof the child, stated as 
his opinion that an attempted outrage 
had undoubtedly taken place. 
Officer 
Manning visited the place about seven 
o’clock, but was unable to And any 
trace ui Lbe m an, and after a fruit­ 
less search in 
neighborhood, returned 
to the station to report the details of the 
affair. Ex-Officer Young and Mr. Cook 
determined to keep on the look-out for 
the man, who, from the description 
given of him , was believed to be a resi­ 
dent of a shanty near by, and at 9:15 
o’clock their vigilance was rewarded. 
YouDg saw a man slinking along the 
fence of some shanties across the street, 
carrying a bundle of blankets, and ran 
over and placed him under arrest. 
He 
took his prisoner to Mr. Cook’s house, 
and both Tesaie and K ittie readily iden­ 
tified him an the man they had seen. 
Accompanied 
by 
Mr. 
Cook, Young 
marched the man up to the County Jail 
and lodged him behind the bars on the 
charge of assault with intent to commit 
rape. 
The m an was recognized at the 
jail as William Lascombe, a former in­ 
mate of that institution, and he con­ 
firmed the recognition by acknowledging 
that such was his name. 
H e expressed 
no surprise at his arrest, and adm itted 
that he had spoken to the Terrace child, 
but he denied having attem pted to harm 
her. 
Mr. Terrace, on learning of Las- 
combe’e arrest, visited both City and 
County Jails to confirm the report, and 
was just in time to see the prisoner be­ 
fore he was locked up in the latter.

Im p ortan t M e e ti n g of th e B oard 
of D lrocters. 
The Board of Directors of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce m et yesterday after­ 
noon, with Judge Fitzgerald in the 
chair. He called the meeting to order 
with the rem ark th at all present felt a 
profound sense ofr egret that the Cham ­ 
ber waa so soon to part with the services 
of the Secretary who had proved so 
efficient in discharging the work of the 
past year, and toward whom each one 
felt such a sense of personal regard and 
gratitude.

It was accepted, after some objection on 
the part of J. Mills Davies. 
Secretary Higgins submitted a state­ 
ment of the condition of the finances of 
the Cham ber at the close of hie term . 
The collections for December were $184, 
which earn had been turned over to the 
Treasurer. 
The running expenses of 
the past year had all been paid, and the 
debt which had been owed by the Cham ­ 
ber at th e beginning of the year had 
been all raised with the exception of 
$146, which was carried by H . 0 . Wit- 
mer without interest. The sum of $470> 
had been paid into the exhibit fund, and 
$292.40 expended, leaviDg a balance of 
$183-60 still in the treasury. The Secre­ 
tary announced that he had subscrip­ 
tions and promises of $1,500 toward the 
publication of the pam phlet, and that 
more could be raised if it were needed. 
The Secretary explained how cats 
could be obtained for the pam phlet, and 
the Committee on Publication was in­ 
structed to undertake the work. 
The question of the nomination of a 
Secretary to be chosen at the next meet­ 
ing to succeed Mr. Higgins, waB dis­ 
cussed for a few moments, but as the 
directors did not feel prepareid to vote for 
any of the candidates, the m atter was 
laid over until a epecial m eeting, which 
will take place next Monday.

Toler agreed to remain in the office dur­ 
ing the absence of the Secretary. 
Major Jones called attention to the 
very incomplete and unsatisfactory style 
in which lie report of the State Board of 
Agriculture wae usually prepared.

THE fOLICE STATION CONTRACT. 


Saloon Licenses G ranted and Re- 
fased—Other Matters 
Attended 
to by the Commission. 


The Board of Police CommisaionerB 
held its regular weekly session yesterday 
afternoon, Mayor Hazard presiding, and 
Messrs. Collins, Dexter, Knox and Lewis 
present. 
The Chief’s report for the month of 
December last was taken up, and filed 
after being read. 
In the m atter of the application of 
Guizand and Macet, for permission to 
open a new saloon at No. 708 Temple 
street, the Chief reported that although 
th e petitioners had obtained the requisito 
num ber of signatures to their application 
there were several protests against the 
granting of the same, and the feeling ex 
pressed by the residents in the vicinity 
of the proposed saloon was very strongly 
in opposition. On motion of Mr. Dexter, 
the application was denied. 
The application of Guyal and Wernigk, 
for a new license at Mo. 122 Aliso street, 
was granted, the Chief having reported 
favorably thereon. 
A communication was received from 
Mrs. 8. Henry, a resident of No. 53 How­ 
ard street, complaining against 
Fred 
Vollkmer, the proprietor qf the Point sa­ 
loon, at the junction of New Main and 
Alameda streete, in which she stated 
that the saloon-keeper harbored her hus­ 
band and encouraged him to apead all his 
earnings for liquor and in playing cards, 
against her proteste. She further al­ 
leged that when she went to the saloon 
to induce her husband to retnrn home, 
she was rndely repulsed by Vollkmer,who 
denied her adm ittance to the place. Sue, 
therefore, asked the board to take such 
action in the m atter as it m ight deem 
proper. 
Mr. Knox was of the opinion th at an 
exam ple ought 
to be made of such 
saloon-keepers who m ade a practice of 
furnishing liquor to habitual drunkards, 
and though willing to have the m atter 
referred to a committee for investigation, 
intim ated that the revocation of Vollk­ 
m er'b license woald m eet with his ap­ 
proval. 
Mr. Collins, however, thought that it 
would meet with the requirements of 
this case if the Chief was instructed to 
forbid the sale of liquor in fature to 
H enry. 
Mr. Knox’s motion for an in­ 
vestigation prevailed, and Messrs. Knox, 
Collins and the Chief were appointed an 
a committee for this purpose by the 
Chair. 
Chief Glass reported that he had re­ 
ceived several complaints about the Chi­ 
nese, who were apparently moving up 
in the city from Chinatown, and be had 
therefore detailed Detective W allin to 
look into the m atter. T hat officer re­ 
ported that a Chinese lottery game was 
being now ran openly in a back room of 
the Louvre saloon, near the corner of 
Main and First streets, and th at he had 
bought a ticket there upon solicitation. 
Another room was fitted up as a club 
room, with poker tables, etc. 
The Chief further reported that there 
were also complaints about the sale of 
tickets for the Louisiana Lottery on the 
streets, and as this was a direct violation 
of the law, he asked the board for in­ 
structions as to the course he should 
pursue in the matter. 
Mr. Lewis said that he had been in­ 
formed that boys of tender years were 
allowed to play the Chinese lotteries, 
and he therefore moved that a com­ 
m ittee be appointed to investigate both 
this and the Louisiana Lottery scheme. 
Mayor Hazard said th at there was no 
question about all lottery schemes being 
violations of the law, but it was also a 
violation of the statutes for newspapers 
to publish the advertised lottery lists, 
and if the line could be drawn anywhere, 
he thought that the law ehould be en­ 
forced. 
Mr. LewiB wanted all lotteries sum ­ 
m arily suppressed, but especially those 
at which boys were allowed to play. 
Mr. Collins said that he had been ap­ 
proached by a Chinese lottery dealer 
who solicited him to buy some tickets, 
but as he did not believe in gambling de­ 
vices, he had declined. A general dis­ 
cussion of the lottery question was in ­ 
dulged in, during which it was stated 
th at the Chinese lotteries were fairer 
than the G reat Louisiana Lottery, as the 
latter sent 90 per cent, of the money 
paid in to swell the coffers of another 
State. 
The Chair 
finally 
appointed 
Messrs. Collins, Dexter and Lewis as a 
committee of investigation 
into 
the 
evil. 
A communication was read from Chief 
Glass, to the effect that an examination 
of the books of hie departm ent showed 
th at no deposit of moneys collected on 
the license numbers apportioned to hack- 
m en, expressmen and peddlers had been 
m ade in the city treasury since the close of 
the administration of Chief H. H . Bene 
diet on December 29,1888, as required 
by ordinance. 
It further appearing that 
since that date 323 numbers had been 
issued and $32.30 collected thereon, but 
th at there were only $15.80 on hand, 
and that therefore there was a deficit of 
$16.50, he requested an investigation of 
the m atter, the Chief added, however, 
th at he was confident that the shortage 
w as not due to either the negligence or 
E 
sculation of the clerks employed since 
is administration. 
The Chairman ap­ 
pointed M-. Knox as a committee to look 
into the affair. 
The application of W and A Grade for 
a new saloon license at No. 557 New 
Main was referred to the Chief for in­ 
vestigation. 
A petition was received from W. H. 
Roper, the proprietor of the Cabinet 
saloon,'1 on Sicond near Spring street, 
asking for a rebate of twenty-three daye 
in bis license for last month, daring 
w hich he was only open during the last 
seven days. 
Mr. Dexter was of the 
opinion that a great injustice had been 
done to Roper in making him pay a full 
m onth’s license for seven days, and after 
a brief discussion the m atter wae re­ 
ferred to the Finance Committee of the 
Council, without recommendation. 
A communication was received from 
the City Clerk to the effect th at the 
board's suggestion in relation to the erec­ 
tion of a range in the City Jail had been 
adopted, and that the m atter of furnish­ 
ing the Chief’s office had been referred 
to the Committee on Pablic BaildiDgs. 
Mayor Hazard stated th at during the 
past week the Council had sent in bills 
Ur the extent of over $2,000, for work 
done upon the new Police Headquarters, 
for his approval, and he wished to call 
the attention of the board to the fact that 
the Council went to work and took the 
lioners' hands, 
.. j 


and blindly contracted for any amount, 
when the board could have had the 
same done by contraot for half the sum. 
Messrs. Lewis and Collins said that 
Skinner had offered to do the work by 
contract for $1,500, and the matter was 
discussed generally a t some length. 
A num ber of dem ands, amounting in 
the aggregate to $755.62, were approved 
as read. 
. 
The m atter of Officer Hawley’s salary 
as “ acting overseer of the chain-gang,” 
having been protested, cam e up for dis­ 
cussion, but as it had already been re­ 
ferred to the Council, no farther action 
wae taken. 
The Chief asked that hd be authorized 
to make connection w ith the fire alarm 
bell in tbe City Hall tower, so that iu 
caee of a riot or sim ilar necessity, he 
could at a given signal summon the 
whole departm ent together. 
On motion of Mr. Knox he was author­ 
ized to have the work performed. 
The board then adjourned. 


GARRETT’S SENTENCE. 


H e V e il tlie F u ll E x t e n t 
• ! 
th e 
L a w . 
Yesterday Captain F. M. Garrett, con­ 
victed by a jary for the crime of incest 
committed on 
his 
natural daughter 
Malia, 
now 
Mrs. 
Edgcomb, 
came 
before Judge Lucien 
Shaw 
for sen­ 
tence. 
The 
jury 
which 
found 
him 
guilty did 
so 
with 
a recom­ 
mendation to the Coart to deal merci 
fully with the culprit. 
Much speculation 
has been indulged in by the pnblic since 
F rida/ as to what the sentence would 
be. 
W hen the case was called yesterday. 
W. T. William*, for the prisoner, moved 
to have a new trial granted. 
Williams 
made a short argum ent on law points, 
and then Major Horace Bell followed 
with a long argum ent to the Court on 
the same proposition. 
Assistant District 
Attorney McComas asked the Court if it 
desired to hear any argum ent in reply 
to that advanced by the attorneys for 
the defense. The Judge replied that he 
did not, and proceeded to express his 
views as follows: 
The Court—I think a good portion of 
the argum ent which counsel have made 
upon this occasion would have been 
more appropriate upon a motion for a 
new trial. 
The questions as to the 
eufficiency of the evidence are not proper 
subjects for consideration upon a plea to 
the Court. There is no doubt that there 
has been a good deal of public clamor iu 
this case which was probably adverse to 
the defendant, but I don’t think that 
th at had any effect on the trial of the 
cose, and I am very clear that so far as 
the action of the Court wae concerned, 
it 
was 
a*i 
favorable 
to the 
de- 
fendaut 
as 
be 
ought 
to 
have 
apked, 
and 
certainly 
as 
favor­ 
able as the law would allow, bo far as I 
knew ; and if the public clamor had any 
effect at all, it tended to make the Court 
more lenient towards him than it other­ 
wise would have been. 
As to the jury, 
thev were cautioned against reading any 
newspapers or allowing anybody to talk 
in their presence about the case, and I 
am pretty sure that they have obeyed the 
instructions of the Court, and, therefore, 
they have been excluded entirely from 
any influence of pablic clamor. There 
b a ste e n a large crowd in attendance 
during the trial, but I do not remember 
ever seeing EDy demonstrations from 
them which would indicate a preference 
one way or the other. 8o I think the 
verdict m ust have been the result of a 
consideration of the evidence in the case, 
uninfluenced by outside pressure of auy 
sort. As to whether the recommenda­ 
tion of the jury was caused by a reason­ 
able dottbt in their minds, I cannot say, 
but thick it coaid 
not 
have 
been 
for that reason. 
They 
were 
fa ir ly 
and 
thoroughly 
instructed 
as 
to 
their duty in the case, and repeatedly in­ 
structed that if they had any reasonable 
doubt as to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant they should render a verdict 
acquitting him , not to recommend him to 
mercy. The jury ua79 bat one duty to 
perform in the trial of the case, and that 
is to render the verdict, either finding 
the defendant guilty or not guilty. It is 
no part cf their province to recommend 
the defendant to the mercy of the Oourt. 
They do not have the ta6k of fixing the 
amount of punishm ent. The 
Court 
listens to the evidence, and in fixing the 
sentence it is the duty of the Oourt to 
consider the evidence so far as it tends to 
show the nature of the crime, the cir­ 
cumstances under which it was commit­ 
ted, and all 
that, 
with 
the view 
to 
determine 
the am ount of pun­ 
ishm ent which ought to be inflicted. 
I do not think it is the province of the 
jury to say anything about the circum­ 
stances in their verdict. The only effect 
which a recommendation of this sort 
would have would simply be the opinion 
of twelve men who heard the evidence 
as to the merits of the case and as to the 
severity of the punishm ent. 
But the 
Court, in passing sentence, must as­ 
sume that the defendant is guilty. He 
passes sentence, not upon an innocent 
man, not upon a man of whouo guilt 
there is a reasonable doubt----- 
At this point the Court was inter­ 
rupted by Mr. Williams, who stated that 
the defendant preferred to be incarcer­ 
ated at 8an Quentin rather than Folsom, 
on account of the heat at Folsom during 
the summer. 
The Court (continuing)—but under the 
decisions of our Supreme Court, under 
the law, a man is guilty so far as the 
sentence is concerned beyond question 
Mr. Garrett, you stand up. 
The defendant—May I say a word, 
your honor? Just one word only. 
The Court—Well, what is it? 
The defendant—As 
the m atter has 
been brought up, I desire to thank the 
Court for its unbiased and impartial rul­ 
ings during the long and tedious trial. 
That is my opinion. 
The Court—You have had, Mr. Gar­ 
rett, a fair and impartial trial so far as 
the Court knows, and certainly that was 
the intention of the Court, and I believe 
the intention of the jury. There has 
been a patient investigation of the case, 
and the verdict has been rendered as 
stated, finding you guilty. There has 
been a recommendation for mercy. It 
is somewhat difficult for the Court to see 
upon what the recommendation is based. 
The victim, or the accomplice of your 
crime, might be recommended to mercy 
upon the ground that, a t the beginning, 
at least, she was so young as to be prob­ 
ably unconscious or ignorant of the na­ 
ture of the act. Au ordinary seducer 
might plead in extenuation that he was 
influenced by his youthful passions, and 
that probably he in good faith really in­ 
tended to perform the m arriage which 
would cure the wrong committed. 
Even 
a brother or sister who m ight commit 
the act of which you are convicted 
might plead that they were young and 
did 
not 
know, 
did 
not 
fully 
realize 
the 
nature 
of 
tbe 
act. 
A 
r a v itf r 
who 
has 
been 
convicted can at least plead th at he was 
under no obligation or duty towards the 
person who was the victim of his lust. 
But when a person of gray hairs, middle 
aged, in whom the passions of youth 
have been cooled by th e Tears that have 
passed over him , takes the fruit of his 


own loins, a person to whom he owes 
every duty and obligation, for whose 
well-being and moral purity he is re­ 
sponsible, for whose birth he is re sp o n ­ 
sible, and to whom he ought to feel 
every affection th at can move the hum an 
breast almost, and deliberately brings 
that person to a life of misery, impuritv, 
anu we m ight almost say an eternity "of 
Buffering, I cannot see that there is any­ 
thing to be said ia mitigation of the 
crime. 
It certainly ie the moat aggra­ 
vated case, the crime of which you havo 
been convicted, that could be committed. 
W hether you are guilty or not has been 
decided by the ju ry ; it ie not for the 
Court to eay anything upon that subject, 
but, you being guilty, it ¡is certainly a 
case of the most aggravated character. 
It is the judgment of tbe Court th at you 
be imprisoned in the State’s Prison at 
8an Quentin for the period of ten years. 
Tho Sheriff will see that the sentence is 
carried into execution. 
The sentence ie the full period allowed 
by law for the crime of which Garrett was 
found guilty. 
If the verdict is jast there 
will be little question that the sentence 
is so. The public will applaud it. 
Garrett will probably bo taken to Ban 
Quentin today, and Deputy Sheriff Den­ 
nis Kearney will probably perform the 
task. It is hardly likely th at an appeal 
will be taken in the case. 
I t was a re- 
murkably fair trial so far as the defence 
is concerned, for the Judge 
refused 
nothing that had the least bearing on the 
case in the evidence given, and he was 
os liberal in his instructions to tho jury

HISTORY OF TH E LITIGATION 


The Suprem e C ourt Affirms the J u d ? 
m en t in F a ro r o f De­ 
fendants. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , January 2 .—The case 
of Mrfc. D. O. Colton against Leland 
Stanford, C. P. Huntington and others, 
which attracted much public attention 
during its trial before the Superior Court 
several years ago, was decided by the 
Supreme Court today in favor of the de 
fendanto. 
General D. O. Colton was formerly 
associated with Stanford and others in 
the ownership of the Central Pacific 
railroad and a num ber of other extensive 
enterprises, involving many millions of 
dollars of capital. General Colton died 
in October, 1878, and about a 
year 
later settlement was m ade between Mrs 
Colton and the parties who had bee, 
associated with her husband in the rail 
road enterprises. 
An agreement was 
signed by all parties at the time the set 
tlem ent was made, but about two years 
afterwards Mrs. Colton claimed to have 
discovered m any errors in the calcula­ 
tions upon which the agreem ent had 
been based, and in May, 1882, she com' 
menced suit against Stanford and others 
for the rescission of the agreement, on 
the ground that it had been procured 
through false and fraudulent representa­ 
tions. 
The defendants, in their answer 
denied the charges of fraud, and averrec 
that Colton, during his association with 
them , had fraudulently appropriated to 
his own use large sums of money belong 
ing to defendants. 
After a trial lasting nearly two years, 
judgm ent was rendered in favor of de­ 
fendants. 
„From this judgment Mrs. 
Colton appealed. The decision of the 
Supreme Court today affirms the judg­ 
m ent of the lower court and denies the 
motion for a new trial. 
In passing upon the points raised by 
plaintiff on the motion for a new trial, 
the Supreme Court follows closely the 
reasonings and findings of Judge Tem­ 
ple. 
In fact that jurist’s decision is sus­ 
tained at every point. It is affirmed 
that Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins and 
Colton were not partners in a legal sense, 
but that tbeir relations as railroad build­ 
ers and managers of corporations were 
of a confidential and fiduciary character 
only. The death of Collon dissolved 
these trust relations within the meaning 
of the code, and Mrs. Colton only suc­ 
ceeded to his interests. 
She did not and 
could not have succeeded to the relations 
which her husband boro to the railroad 
magnates. As a m atter of fact she did 
not depend on their statem ent of the 
condition of her husband’s affairs, but 
she called iu Samuel W. Wilson, a 
distinguished lawyer, and Lloyd Tevis, a 
skillful fiuancier, to procure a settlement. 
They expended six m onths in examining 
Colton’s affairs, and fiually succeeded in 
effecting a 
compromise 
which Mrs. 
Colton accepted, and with her eyes open 
and by the advice of her 
advisers, 
signed. 
. 
_ The Court positively refuses, as did 
Judge Temple, to rescind the agreement 
made in this way, either on legal or 
equitable grounds.. The opinion states 
th at plaintiff does not show that any 
fraud was perpetrated upon h e r; on the 
contrary, every facility for examining 
iuto the accounts of the railroad corpora­ 
tions managed by the deceased, was 
offered her agents. 
The Court finds 
nothing else, either in law or evidence, 
upon which to grant a new trial.

ROUBIl W EATH ER. 


T errible 
D ale* R ecen tly 
E xp eri­ 
enced on tb e A tlan tic. 
New York, January 2.—Captain Lord, 
of the British steamer Croma, which 
arrived from Middleboro, reports: “ We 
experienced the roughest weather I have 
ever known. 
Up to December 17th we 
had a succession of furious gales. 
The 
ship was blown off into a trough of the 
sea, although going at full speed, and 
became unmanageable. We stopped the 
engines and used a plentiful supply of oil 
which materially aided in breaking the 
crests of the 
waves. 
However, we 
shipped one fearful sea which carried 
everything before it, smashing one boat 
and damaging others, washing away 
p art of the flying bridge and injuring 
Beveral of the crew. The engineer says part 
of this sea fell down the funnel, the top 
of which is fifty-three feet above water. 
The water came rushing through the 
tubes in such a volume as nearly to put 
the fires out, and caused a great commo­ 
tion among the men below. On the 18th 
it blew a heavy gale, and on the 20th the 
wind again attained the force of a hurri­ 
cane. During the night we shipped a 
tremendous sea over the bows. It swept 
away everything in its way, carrying tbe 
wreckage from the main deck over the 
upper bridge, about twenty-five feet 
high, and finally making its exit over 
the stern.”

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Surface a n d U nderground Storm 
D rains. 
Ia the report of the sewer engineers 
the suggestion to carry off the overflow 
of the hills on the suriace of the streets 
rnnning soath from Sixth street is thus 
treated: 
It has been suggested to spread the 
storm water over a number of parallel 
streets so as to divide it, and thos make 
the stream in any one of them small 
enough to be unobjectionable. This ex­ 
pedient has been followed in smaller 
cities, and it should be followed wüerever 
practicable and economical. Difficulties 
are in the way, however, when the quan­ 
tity of water becomes great. 
Where 
valleys are sharply defined the water is 
almost always concentrated on one street, 
and if this concentration once requires 
an underground removal, then a spread­ 
ing ont below íb no longer possible. For 
instance, the water from the Arroyo de 
los Reyes, draining aboat 1,500 acres, is 
naturally concentrated on Flower and 
Hope streets, which are sitnated at the 
lowest part of the ravine. 
If the water 
is pat into underground drains oa these 
streets it cannot again be brought to the 
surface to flow once more in the gutters. 
If the water which concentrates at 
Flower and Fourth streets were carried 
by a tnnnel as far as oeventh and Flower, 
it could then be discharged apon the sur­ 
face of the latter street, because the 
natural fall from Fourth to Seventh 
would bring the drain about even with 
the surface at that point, or perhaps a 
snort distance below. Hope street is on 
the line with the natural outlet of the 
Arroyo de ioa Reyes, and there would 
be no need of sn underground drain, if 
Hope street were covered with water­ 
tight pavement. I t is admittedly im­ 
possible to make an underground canal 
that would carry off the rains from the 
hills that overflow the Arroyo de los 
Reyes daring one of oar abnormal 
etorms. They will necessarily have to 
find 
their 
way 
to 
the 
river 
or 
the lim its of the city 
through the 
several 
streets 
that 
run 
south 
and 
east. 
If 
Flower, 
Hope 
and 
the other parallel streets were paved as 
Sixth street is, the overflow of our great 
storms could be directed over those 
streets, and cause but very slight incon­ 
venience. A large portion of any of these 
sudden overflows would find its way 
down Sixth street, and ultim ately to the 
river. 
The water passing down the 
other streets has its ultimate outlet in 
Ballona crbek. 
The question to our 
m ind is whether it would not be more to 
the advantage to the city in every way 
if, instead of spending money in build­ 
ing costly underground canals to carry 
off the storm waters of our hills, we 
should provide for their drainage by 
paving the streets over which they would 
naturally overflow. If the streets named 
were paved with bituminous rock their 
whole length they would carry the waters 
of the heaviest storms to the river or be­ 
yond 
the city without causing the 
slightest inconvenience to our people. 
The city could well afford to aid the 
property-holders on the lines of those 
streets to lay the new pavem ent if it 
would thereby save the cost of under­ 
ground drains, which, after all, would 
not be equal to the carrying off of the 
surplus water of our exceptional rain­ 
storms.

A P retender to M eretricious F ee 
A dispatch from W illiams, Colusa 
county, yesterday gives an account of the 
shooting of David Matheson by one Joe 
Casey, and goes on to say that Casey is a 
native 
of Louisiana, 
and that 
hie 
father was hanged by th e Vigilance Com 
mittee out of a third story window on 
Montgomery street, Ban Francisco, for 
the killing of Jam es King of W m. in 
1856. This is the way in which history 
is writ. Joe Casey cannot be the son of 
James P. Casey, who killed Jam es King 
of Wm. because he had no children 
never lived in Louisiana, and was in Ban 
Francisco at the tim e Joe Casey was 
born, if he is only 37 years old. This 
dispatch recalls perhaps the most excit 
ing times th at were ever seen on this 
Coast. Casey was a New Yorker, and be­ 
came a leading ward politician in San 
Francisco, and was what would now be 
term ed a political boss. 
Jam es King of 
Wm. had been a banker, but had trans­ 
ferred his business to the banking de­ 
partm ent of Adams’ Express Company, 
and took a leading position in that bank. 
W hen the financial institutions of San 
Francisco were struck by a cyclone, in 
1854-5, Adams & Co. went under. King 
of W m. then started the evening Bulletin 
and published a red-hot reform newspa­ 
per. 
He discovered th at Casey had had 
a criminal episode in his career in New 
York, and exposed it in a sensational 
leader. Casey was furious, and meeting 
King of W m. in the street, he shot 
him down. 
This 
assassination 
was 
speedily followed by the organization of 
the Vigilance Committee, whose head­ 
quarters were on the south side of Sacra­ 
mento 
street, 
between 
Front 
and 
Drumm. Casey and a m an named Cora, 
who had killed U. S. M arshal Richard­ 
son, were taken from the jail to the 
rooms of the Committee, where they 
were tried and condemned to death. 
They were both swung out of second- 
story windows of the rooms the Com­ 
mittee occupied, and expired in 
the 
presence of a vast concourBe of p3ople. 
W hilst the execution of Casey was being 
carried out, the fuueral of Jam es King of 
Wm. was passing through Montgom­ 
ery street and the houses along the 
line 
of 
m arch 
were 
hung 
with 
black. The Vigilance Committee re­ 
mained in session for over six m onths, 
and was the supreme power in the city 
daring its existence. 
Its m em bers to 
the num ber of three thousand, were 
completely arm ed and equipped. 
They 
had batterieB of guns and a thorough 
organization under the command of com­ 
petent m ilitary leaders. All the availa­ 
ble arm s in the Btate were in their pos­ 
session, and the law-and-order people, 
who were numerous, were powerless to 
make any effective headway against the 
ascendancy of the Vigilance Committee.

INFLUENZA. 


Tlte E p i d e m 
i c i n N o t N early i o B ad 
a» deported. 
N e w Y o r k , January 2 .—Dr. George 
F. Shrady, editor of the Medical Record, 
in an article 
upon the epidemic in­ 
fluenza say s: There is now no doubt 
that influenza, or what is 
popularly 
known 
as 
“ the grip,” has become 
epidemic in this city, and is scattered 
broadcast over the country. 
It is also 
quite evident that its general character­ 
istics correspond with those noted in 
connection with the prevailing type of 
malady in Russia, Germany and France. 
Fortunately it is of such a mild type 
that 
save 
for 
its 
invasion 
of 
large 
districts 
and 
for 
the large 
numbers of persons attacked, it would be 
noticed in the category of ailm ents con­ 
nected with the usual ones which occur 
during the winter m onths, associated 
with the rapid and varied changes of 
temperature and hum idity. The reports 
of the fatality of the disease, as might 
have been expected, have been much 
exaggerated. 
Particularly does this re­ 
mark apply to the alarming death rate 
in Paris. 
In point of fact there is no 
disease with such wide prevalence which 
has 
such 
a 
comparatively 
low 
mortality. 
In 
this 
country, 
at 
least, 
there 
is 
yet 
to 
be 
re ­ 
ported the first case of death which 
can be laid to a pure and simple attack of 
the disease. 
Even the serious complica­ 
tions are so few as scarcely to m erit the 
recognition, alongside of those which are 
constantly occurring with the usual dis­ 
eases of the season. The after effects of 
the epidemic will doubtless be marked 
by a feeling of prostration, more or lees 
continued, and a lowering of the health 
tone. Previously robuBt persons will 
quickly rally, while the feeble will re­ 
quire stimulants and tonics for variable 
periods.

NATIONAL PROTOTYPES. 


How an International S tandard of 
W eights and Measures Caine 
To Be Adopted. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 2 .—The national 
prototypes allotted to the U nited States 
at 
the International 
Convention of 
Weights and Measures in Paris, iu Sep­ 
tem ber last, were formally received and 
accepted by tho President this afternoon, 
in the presence of a distinguished com­ 
pany of Representatives and scientific 
men. They were brought from Paris in 
two boxes, carefully sealed and m arked, 
and had been vigilantly guarded from 
the moment of their m anufacture. These 
new standards were constructed by the 
cooperation of the principal governments 
of the world. Their history in brief is as 
follows: 
In 1869 the French Govern­ 
ment invited the other nations to send 
delegates to Paris for the purpose of 
forming an international commission for 
the construction of a new m eter for an 
international standard of length. The 
invitation was accepted, and our Gov­ 
ernm ent appointed 
Professors Henry 
and Hilgard as delegates.

The standards ordered by the 
various 
governments 
wera distrib­ 
u te d ^ by 
lot 
laBt 
September. 
One set of standards, set apart as in­ 
ternational prototypes, is kept in a cave 
at the international bureau. The object 
of putting them in a cave is to secure 
them against accident and sudden or 
great changes of tem perature, as it is 
deemed possible that perm anent changes 
in the molecular structure of the mate­ 
rials of the "standards may be brought 
about by such fluctuations of tem pera­ 
ture. 
No single person can have access 
to tho international prototypes. 
The 
cave is locked up by three different keys 
in the hands of as many individuals, and 
every conceivable precaution has been 
taken to keep them inviolable. 
The 
standards distributed to the 
various 
governments are called prototypes, and 
the Baine care will be taken to preserve 
them .unaltered as is deemed necessary 
for the international standards.

If they would plow and sow and 
raise crops we could see how they did it, 
and learn to farm better than tho farmers 
yon send to teach us.” 
Commissioner Morgan interrupted him 
to say: 
“ You should learn to under­ 
stand English, and then perhaps the 
farmers could teach you.” 
Mad Bear replied: 
“ If we had got 
schools on the reservations as promised 
us in 1868, we would now know English, 
but we did not get them . 
We want to 
learn to farm and do like tho whitss, and 
we want schools on the reservations, so 
we can learn. 


DECEMBER W EATH ER. 


C onditions th a t P reval led T h r o u g h ­ 
o u t the C ountry. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 2 .—The weather 
crop bulletin for the m onth of December 
says: 
The month 
of December was 
unusually warm in all districts east of 
the Rocky m ountains, while the normal 
temperature prevailed on the California 
coast, and it has been slightly cooler 
than usual on the North Pacific coast. 
There has been an excess of precipitation 
generally throughout the Lake region of 
Minnesota, Eastern Dakota, Northern 
New England, in California, Southern 
Oregon and over the plateau regions. 
The rainfall for the m onth has been most 
unusual for California, over eighteen 
inches having fallen at San Francisco, 
fifteen inches at Los Angeles, and nearly 
eight inches at San Diego, which was 
from three to five times the usual amount 
for the month. Throughout the entire 
country south of the Lake region, and 
from Massachusetts soath ward to Florida, 
less than the normal precipitation oc­ 
curred.

It is said on w hat appears to be excel­ 
lent authority th at some very important 
changes are about to take place in the 
personnel of the offices of the Southern 
California Railway Company in this city. 
If what is said is true, and there is prob­ 
ably no doubt of the fact, the company 
is about to loBe tue service of several of 
its oldest and best men. The reason 
which is assigned for the changes is that 
of reducing expenses. It has all along 
been held by the authorities of the com­ 
pany, in the East, that the office had a 
larger number of men than was neces­ 
sary and a cut of some kind, either in 
salaries or in the num ber of men, has 
been expected for some time. 
Mr. H . B. W ilkins, who was the pred­ 
ecessor of Mr. Hynes in the offices in 
this city, has been transferred from the 
position of General Freight and Passen­ 
ger Agent of the Sonora division, to the 
sam e position on the Mexican Central. 
I t is believed that Mr. G. H. McMillan, 
who is chief clerk of the freight depart­ 
m ent in this city, and Mr. Kvse, chief 
clerk of the passenger departm ent, will 
take positions on one of the Mexican 
lines. 
It is understood that their resig­ 
nations have been tendered. These are 
two of the moBt popular and most effi­ 
cient of the younger railway m en of this 
section, and they have a very large circle 
of friends who will be sorry to learn that 
they aro to leave this city. 
It is also stated that G. W. Sanborn, 
the Superintendent of the road, and Ü. 
C. W nitehead, the Auditor, will both re­ 
sign. W hat arrangement will be made 
w ith regard to filling these positions, is 
not known, but it is believed the work 
will be consolidated as far as possible for 
the purpose of having fewer high-sala­ 
ried officers. 
Messrs. 
Sanborn and 
W hitehead are both men of high stand­ 
ing for their ability as railway officers, 
and for their personal qualities. 
All trains were running on the Santa 
Fe line yesterday without transfers or 
Interruptions of any sort. A freight car 
ran off the track yesterday afternoon 
about 2 o’clock, a little way beyond 
H ighland Park.

The principal witnesses 
were Captain Darcy, the Chief of Police 
at the tim e, who held McDougall; F. C. 
Howes, the cashier of the bank, and 
Major G. H. Bonebrake, the President. 
The testimony of these three gentle 
men was in the main tho 6ame. Not to 
go into details, the bank’s side of the 
question as developed from the three 
witnesses 
here 
nam ed 
is 
sub­ 
stantially 
as 
follows: 
McDougall 
had 
gotten 
$1,500 
on 
a 
draft 
from New York, and it turned out that 
the bank making the draft had sus­ 
pended. 
It had been agreed that the 
money should rem ain in the bank until 
remittances came from New York, ex­ 
cepting $200 which it was agreed Mc­ 
Dougall might draw out. 
In violation of 
this compact he drew’ it all out. 
Mr. 
Howes confessed that he had been negli 
gent in signing a certified check for $500 
of the money, tu t claimed that he had to 
do this so often that in this case he did 
not ask his clerk who the check was for. 
W hen it was discovered that the bank 
at 
the East had gone 
under, an 
attem pt was made to get the money 
back for McDougall, or to get security 
from him for the indem nity of the Loe 
Angeles bank. 
McDougall refused to do 
either. 
Darcy wus then called in, not 
as Chief of Police but as a private per­ 
son, to help get the money back. By 
Darcy’s 
aid Van Luven was sent to 
Elsinore with McDougall, to try and get 
the money, but tho baDk did not say-or 
do anything to have him appointed a 
Deputy Sheriff, nor did they give him 
any instructions to arrest McDougall. 
He went as a private agent of the bank, 
as far as tho bank had any knowledge of 
the affair. 
W hen he returned here and no money 
was obtainable Mr. Howes, Major Bone­ 
brake nor any one connected with the 
bank had no hand in having him ar­ 
rested. Captain Darcy testified that he did 
not arrest McDougall, and he put on 
Officers Fletcher and Roberta who cor­ 
roborated what he said in this respect. 
The bank thought that there was reason 
to believe that McDougall knew of the 
failure of the bank in Canada before he 
drew the money out of the Los Angeles 
National Bauk. 
His story that he had 
not gone to the postoffico to ask for mail, 
the fact that he came here and drew 
all the money out the very day ho put it 
in the bank, after agreeing not to take 
out more than $200, and on the day be­

Canadian bank had gone under, made a 
chain of suspicious circumstances on 
which Darcy, acting as Chief of Police 
and on his own motion, held McDougall 
as a ‘•suspect,” a thing often done.

was not arrested by anyone; he was 
merely retained as a “ suspect,” and that 
was all. 
The jury has both sides of the testi­ 
mony before it, and yesterday Hon. S.

Actuated by a spirit of 
philanthrophy, I neglected my regular 
work to serve an oid, infirm and almost 
helpless woman.

sated by slander, ridicule, satire, con­ 
tem pt and irreparable injury. 
The one crumb of comfort extracted 
from this disgraceful affair is in the 
thought th at I am not alone in my in­ 
jured innocence, as m any well known
